Taxus  begins,  about  miles  w^fttof 
the  port  of  Natchitoches,  on  the  Red  ri- 
ver ; and  it  does  not  appear  that  there 
ever  was  any  agreement  between  the 
govrrnineat  e>f  Frame  and  Spain,  con- 
cerning it — This  is  a matter  of  confule- 
rable importance  ; for  wherever  the 
line  is,  it  miift  run  thro’  a remarkable 
rich  and  fertile  coantiy  ; and  a few  miles 
.'ithcr  way  of  fo  long  a line,  is  of  conl'c- 
queiice. 

In  Louifiana  (as  in  all  Spanifti  coun- 
tries) the  Roman  (,'atlinlic  religion  is 
the  only  one  tolerated.
